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Serving the Community Since 1954 


The Hamilton Foundation was established in 1954 by Special Act of 
the Ontario Legislature as an independent community organization to serve 
as Trustee for the administration of donations and bequests from citizens, 
businesses and private foundations. It invests these gifts, large and small, and 
distributes the income, fostering education, health, the arts, recreation and 
social services in the Hamilton-Wentworth-Burlington area. 


Donations to the Foundation 


Donations, which are tax deductible, can be individual, periodic or 
annual, and may be allowed for in wills or by designation of life insurance 
policies. 

A specific charitable purpose may be suggested for a donation, but 
most donors prefer to let the Foundation’s Board of Directors determine how 
their gifts will be used to best serve the current needs of the community. The 
Board is appointed by a Nominating Committee consisting of the Senior Judge 
in Hamilton-Wentworth, the Mayor of Hamilton and the Presidents of the 
Hamilton & District Chamber of Commerce, the Hamilton Law Association 
and the United Way in Burlington and Hamilton-Wentworth. 


Grants for Community Purposes 


The Hamilton Foundation makes grants to registered charitable organ- 
izations in response to a wide range of proposals, enabling those organiza- 
tions to function more effectively in the community. The Foundation also 
administers bursary programs for needy local students and looks for other 
appropriate community projects to support. All requests are reviewed by the 
Board of Directors and Grants Committees which consist of community- 
minded volunteers selected for their experience and leadership. 

Over the last 34 years, some 1,300 grants worth more than 
$2,000,000 have been awarded. 


Investment Management for Other Organizations 


The Hamilton Foundation provides capital fund investment manage- 
ment for other community organizations on a fee-for-service basis. 
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The principal purposes of The Hamilton Foundation are 
to receive and invest capital funds and to distribute the income 
derived therefrom to other charitable organizations in the Hamil- 
ton-Wentworth-Burlington community. To these ends, the 
1987-1988 year has been one of continued growth and achieve- 
ment: 


CL] Total funds administered by the Foundation have grown to approximately 
$4.7 million, an increase of some $700,000 over the previous year; 


LJ The Foundation’s General Fund has grown to some $2 million in the year 
from approximately $1.4 million; 


LJ The Foundation’s investments survived the stock market plunge of Octo- 
ber 1987 surprisingly well; 


LJ The number of grants from the General Fund to organizations in the areas 
of arts and culture, social services, health, education and recreation has 
grown to 71 from 60 in the year before. The value of these grants has 
grown to $109,970 from $95,565. 


LJ Growth has also been experienced by the Foundation in the number of 
gifts, enquiries and grant applications received and the level of media 
attention. As a result of this increased activity, our office is now open ona 
full time basis during normal business hours. 


It is clear that the needs of our community are also on the increase. If the 
Foundation is to be able to address these needs satisfactorily, it must continue to grow. 
The progress in the past year may be attributed, at least in part, to the recent efforts to 
increase public awareness of the Foundation and its objectives. It is my sincere hope 
that the Foundation will continue to direct significant effort to raising this public aware- 
ness, and that our community will continue to respond for the benefit of all of its 
members. 

On behalf of the Foundation, | wish to express our gratitude for the wisdom 
and foresight of the many citizens in our community who have benefited the Founda- 
tion through testamentary legacies and annual gifts. | would also express our apprecia- 
tion to the Foundation’s dedicated office staff and the volunteer committee advisors 
and members. 

In conclusion, | thank all my colleagues on the Board for their contribution of 
personal time and service and, in particular, for their support and guidance throughout 
the year. It has been a privilege to serve as President.

Such gifts illustrate the belief of these individuals that the commu- 
nity, which has helped them to prosper, should benefit from some portion of 
their estate. The following bequests were received during the period April 1, 
1987 to March 31, 1988. 


Annie Marion Biggar $340,250 


A lifelong resident of Hamilton, Anne Biggar was a daughter of a for- 
mer City Mayor, Sanford D. Biggar. Remaining alert and active until she died in 
her nineties at her Amelia Street residence in 1986, Miss Biggar was keenly 
interested in finance and the stock market. 


Dorothy Elizabeth Broadbent $5,000 


Dorothy Broadbent, wife of J. Travice Broadbent, was a devout and 
lifelong member of St. Paul’s Presbyterian Church where she was actively 
involved in many aspects of church life, especially the Women’s Missionary 
Society. Mrs. Broadbent was also a faithful volunteer at, and supporter of, St. 
Peter’s Hospital and the Canadian National Institute for the Blind. 


Isabella Flora Frid $ 5,000 


Flora Frid was the daughter of a country doctor and sister of the foun- 
ders of the McGregor Clinic. She was renowned for her handcrafted Christmas 
crackers and for her magnificent gardens in Waterdown. A charter member 
and former President of the Garden Club of Hamilton, Mrs. Frid enjoyed its 
activities up to her death in her ninety-eighth year. She graduated from New 
York’s Roosevelt Hospital and nursed overseas during the First World War. 
The widow of H.P. Frid of Frid Construction, she was a Hamilton Foundation 
Board member in the 1960’s. 


Elsie Mona Madeline Husband $ 10,000 


Elsie Husband lived in Hamilton all her life and for the last sixty years 
on Hess Street South in a house designed by her architect husband, Lester. 
The daughter of a County Court judge, Mrs. Husband was a lifelong member 
of the Church of The Ascension and interested in the Royal Botanical Gardens 
and the Art Gallery of Hamilton. She was also a generous contributor to The 
Hamilton Foundation over many years. 


Catherine Constance Hull Murray $ 50,000 


Kay Murray came to Dundas from England as a child at the turn of the 
century. Having experienced extreme poverty in her early years, she became a 
generous supporter of several local charities. A graduate of the Hamilton Gen- 
eral Hospital in 1930, she nursed in Britain and Belgium during the Second 
World War and later worked to help reintegrate service women into civilian 
life. She was the widow of Dr. J. Kenneth Murray, a Hamilton surgeon. 


Cameron Knox MacGillivray, F.C.A., LL.D. $ 5,000 


Born in 1905 in Chatham, Ont., Cameron MacGillivray spent most of 
his life in Hamilton where he had two distinguished careers. He was the foun- 
der and senior partner of MacGillivray & Co., Chartered Accountants, until 
1972 when he retired and assumed the direction of The Hamilton Foundation 
for the next ten years. Prominent on numerous local Boards and Committees, 
he served as President of the Canadian Club, Thistle Club, and the United 
Nations Association. In addition to honours accorded by his professional col- 
leagues, McMaster University conferred an honorary Doctor of Laws degree in 
1983 recognizing his business career and his extensive voluntary community 
service. 


Additions $78,491 


During the year additional funds were received from the estates of 
Erma Zoe Louise Goering ($19,500), Mabel Dickson Leadlay ($25,891) and 
Robert P. McBride, Q.C. ($33,100). Personal histories of these Foundation 
benefactors have appeared in previous Annual Reports.

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To the Directors of The Hamilton Foundation: 


We have examined the balance sheet of The Hamilton Foundation as 
at March 31, 1988 and the statements of fund balances, income and disburse- 
ments and grants made from income for the year then ended. Our examina- 
tion was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests and other procedures as we considered nec- 
essary in the circumstances, except as explained in the following paragraph. 

In common with many charitable organizations, the Foundation 
receives donations and bequests, the completeness of which is not suscepti- 
ble of conclusive audit verification. Accordingly, we were unable to determine 
whether any adjustments for unrecorded donations and bequests might be 
necessary to the donations and bequests received during the year and the 
fund balances at the end of the year. 

In Our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments which might 
have been required had we been able to satisfy ourselves with respect to the 
donations and bequests referred to in the preceding paragraph, these financial 
statements present fairly the financial position of the Foundation as at March 
31, 1988 and the results of its operations for the year then ended in accord- 
ance with the accounting principles described in note (1) to the financial state- 
ments applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

(1) Summary of Significant Accounting Policies — 


The financial statements of the Foundation have been prepared in accordance 
with accounting principles that are considered appropriate for organizations of this 
type. Because certain donors have provided funds for special purposes, the financial 
statements have been presented in a manner which segregates General (unrestricted) 
and Designated (for special purposes) funds which belong to the Foundation, and 
Managed funds, belonging to outside organizations. 

General funds represent unrestricted gifts and the income earned is distributed 
as determined by the Board of Directors. 

Designated funds represent amounts donated to the Foundation, for which 
the capital is generally intended to be preserved. Grants are made for designated pur- 
poses from the income earned. 

Managed funds consist of capital amounts which have been advanced to the 
Foundation for investment purposes with such capital and income earned thereon to 
be distributed as directed by the owners. 

The more significant accounting policies followed by the Foundation have 
been summarized to facilitate the review of the financial statements: 

(a) Receipts consisting of earnings from investments and undirected donations 
are recorded as income in the amounts as they are received. Disbursements are rec- 
orded in the period to which they relate. 

(b) Donated amounts for which the capital is intended to be preserved are 
recorded as fund capital. In addition, realized capital gains are recorded as fund capital. 

(c) Investments consisting of term deposits, bonds, debentures and marketa- 
ble shares are recorded at cost. 

(d) Accrued interest receivable on interest bearing securities has not been rec- 
orded in the accounts. At March 31, 1988 the accrued interest amounted to $72,355 
(1987 - $81,399). 

(e) Expenditures for fixed assets are recorded as disbursements in the period in 
which they occur. 


(2) Donations and Other Receipts — 


(a) In 1988 the Foundation paid $21,353 for rent of its premises and received 
an offsetting donation of $21,353. In addition, notice has been received that a life 
insurance policy has been arranged naming The Hamilton Foundation as the benefi- 
ciary with a $1,000 premium paid by the donor. These transactions have not been 
included in the statement of income and disbursements. 

(b) The Foundation, in cooperation with The Spectator, has developed an 
ongoing designated fund to sponsor needy children for summer day camping. Dona- 
tions received in 1988, $57,336 ($37,246 in 1987) are included in income and $35,200 
($34,700 in 1987) was distributed to area day camps on behalf of needy children. 


(3) Comparative Amounts — 


Certain 1987 amounts have been reclassified to conform with the presentation 
adopted in the current year.

All grants provided by The Hamilton Foundation are awarded for specific pur- 
poses and to be used within a designated time period. The following general guide- 
lines apply: 


1) The Foundation has a commitment primarily to the support of agencies and organi- 
zations that benefit the citizens of the Hamilton-Wentworth Region and the City of 
Burlington and operate within these geographic boundaries. 


2) Grants are given only to charitable organizations registered with Revenue Canada. 
Student bursaries are processed through the educational institutions. 


3) Preference is usually given to projects that: 
C] encourage more efficient use of community resources; 
LC expect to test or demonstrate new approaches and techniques in the solu- 
tion of community problems; 
1 promote volunteer participation and citizen involvement in the com- 
munity. 


4) The Foundation encourages: 
XO proposals developed in consultation with other agencies and planning 
groups; 
CF projects promoting co-ordination, co-operation and sharing among organi- 
zations and the elimination of duplicated services. 


5) Consideration may be given to requests for assistance with equipment and furnish- 
ings but not to general capital or building funds. 


6) Grants are not usually made: 
1 to support operating expenses of well established organizations; 
C1 to establish or add to endowment funds; 
1 to annual fund raising or telephone campaigns; 
OC to relieve operating or capital deficits; 
OC for travel, conference, or publication expenses; 
1 for sponsorship of teams or clubs. 


7) Grants are not made toward the promotion of political, religious, moral or ethical 
philosophies or viewpoints. 


All applicants must submit a request in writing. Guidelines and specific information 
about the timing of grants are available from the office. A visit by a representative of the 
Foundation may be expected if the project is considered suitable.
